In Human Body 


Scientists Discover Substance 
Produces Growth in Body 


Scientists at the University of Cal- 
ifornia, at Berkeley, have discovered 
the substance that produces growth 
in the human body. Tethelin is what 
they call it. 

It is located in the pituitary body 
at the base of the brain, and by re- 
tarding or accelerating its functions 
it may be possible, according to the 
Berkeley scientists, to control the 
stature of human beings. 

Announcement of the discovery 
wis made by Dr, ‘b. B. Robertson, 
Professor of Biochenistry, who said 
that he had succeeded in isolating 
tethelin and that he believed it was 
the first time in the history of bio- 
ical science that it had been done. 
Robertson said his experiments
